They had learned from God's holy Word, that Satan 
could transform himſelf into an Angel of Light; and 
the Experience of the primitive Churches, as well as the * 
frequent Cautions of the Apoſtles, in thoſe Times, taught 
': them, that Men might, under very plauſible. Appearances, 
cCraftily and privily, bring inthe moſt dangerous Doctrines, 
a2 nd delude weak, tho” honeſt, Minds into Meaſures, which,

Mr. Spangenberg, one of the firſt of the Moravian 
Miſſionaries into this Part of the Country, who ſowed the 
Seed of their dreadful Doctrine in New-York, in a Diſ- 
courſe. with me, oppoſed ſtrenuouſly the Doctrine of 
Original Sin imputed, and laboured to enervate all that 
I brought in Confirmation of it. 

He likewiſe call'd the Proteſtant Churches a Babel 
(theirs excepted) or compared them thereto. He alſo 
aſſerted, (the firſt time that he was here) the Salvation 
of the Damned, or that their Torments ſhould be only 
for a time; and laboured to maintain this horrible Po- 

ſition, againſt what I offered in Oppoſition thereto. 
Indeed the laſt time that I ſaw him, he ſeemed to be 
of a different Opinion, as to the laſt Particular : But I 
have ſeen and heard of ſo much inconſiſtent Conduct

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a Jealouſy of his Sincerity in that Matter : and ſeeing 
the Count materially afferts it in his Sermons, as I 
have ſhewn before, there is the more Reaſon to believe 
him and others of that Party to be guilty.

Let Simpletons, who ſeem willing to ſwallow any 
thing, conſider ſeriouſly and ſeaſonably the Injunction 
of God himſelf by Solomon, Prov. 1. 22. How long ye 
fimple ones will ye love Simplicity? and the Scorners de- 
light in their Scorning, and Fools hate Knowledge ? Turn 
you at my ——_ - | 
It is exceeding artful in the Moravians to inculcate 
this popiſh Doctrine, at their firſt coming among a 
People eſpecially ; for when once they have drunk in 
that, their Work is done ; they may turn them into 
any Shape they will: Reaſon and Argument are ren» 
dred uſeleſs ;- a Shadow of Plauſibility is enough. Thus 
the Moravians endeavour to uſe us, as the Philiſtines 
did Samſon, firſt put out our Eyes, and then lead us 
where they will, in Triumph. | 
TI might have taken notice of more exceptionable 
Particulars in the Count's Sermons ; but what I have 
tranſcribed, are ſufficient to convince all, that are not 
blinded with Prejudice, or given up to ſatanical Delu- 
ſion, that their Principles are moſt deteſtable , 
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LI expect that the Moravians will uſe Fox-like Shifts, 
to evade the Diſcovery of their heretical and horrible 
Principles, by the preceding Letters and Extracts, .ag 
they have done reſpecting what the Count faid in New- 
Brunſwick, But Truth is great, and will prevail at laſt 
over Error and Artifice, and baffle all the fly Tricks 
of Seducers, who lie in wait to deceive ignorant, ſim- 
ple, and unſtable Souls, | 

If any queſtion my Candor, I adviſe them to 
get the Count's Book, and read it themſelves deli- 
berately and impartially, and aſk for Light from Heaven 


| to help them to diſtinguiſh between Truth and Error. 


It is contrary to my intended Brevity, to enter upon 

a particular Confutation of all the Errors contained in 
the Sermons; that would ſwell this Volumn to too 
great a Bulk: and indeed many of the Errors are fo 
abſurd, that the bare mentioning of them is Confuta- 
tion enough, to Perſons of Judgment that are freed 
from a partial Byaſs. | 
What, indeed, are theſe Sermons but a Bundle of 
Contradictions, .and groſs Errors and Hereſies, inter- 
ſperſed with ſome Paſſages of Truth and Senſe? In 
them a preparatory Work by the Law of God is de- 
nied, Repentance excluded, Perfection aſſerted eigh- 
teen times, and denied twice; a new Purgatory in- 
vented, as well as a new Election from the Time of 
Criſt's Death! In them the great Articles of Faith 
and Juſtification are dreadfully corrupted ; hiſtorical 
Faith is afferted to be ſaving; and all Perſons are faid 
do be juſtified from the Time of Chrif*s Death; the 
active Obedience of Chriſt is excluded from bearing any 
Part in our Juſtification and Salvation! In them En- 
thuſiaſm is aſſerted, and recommended in diverſe In- 
ſtances; as well as all Uſe of Means with Sinners, to 
inſtruct and alarm them, denied! In them all man- 
ner of Wickedneſs is encouraged, as the moſt direct 
Way to Converſion ; all Virtue and religious Duty 
unhing'd and diſcouraged : according to them, no 
Means muſt be uſed by poor Sinners to obtain Conver- 
Lion ! In them Sin is repreſented as a meer Trifle, un- 
| | worthy 
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worthy of our Fear or Grief! In them the Happineſs 
of Heaven is deſtroyed, by making the Saints tobe poor 
and- needy there! In them the faithful Miniſters of 
Chrift are condemned for uſing Means with poor Sin- 
ners, to convince them of their Miſery, and bring 
them to Ze/us! In them the preaching of Terror to 
the unregenerate is denied, which is fo frequently in- 
culcated in the Word of God, and which was practis'd 
by Chriſt himſelf and his Apoſtles! In them Chrift*s 
Propitiation for Sins in Eternity, is aſſerted! In them 
univerſal] Redemption, and univerſal Salvation, are alſo 
aſſerted ; as well as Inſpiration after the apoſtolical 
Times! In them our Lord is repreſented, as paying 
a Ranſom after his Death for Perſon f under Convic- 
tion! which is not only contrary to Sen Scripture 
(Heb. vii. 27. Heb. ix. 26, 28.) but notoriouſly dero- 
gatory to the Sufficiency of the Atonement of our 
Lord Jeſus in his Life, and at his Death for his Elect. 
In them the deteſtable Arminian Doctrines of Free- 
Will, and the final Apoſtacy of the Saints are incul- 
cated; and thus the Pride of Sinners is flattered, and 
the Foundation of the Saints Comforts ſhut up and 
ſealed! In them the Count urges the univerſal Neceſ- 
ſity of Aſſurance on Pain of eternal Death! And in 
the mean while informs us, that Perſons are ſpiritually 
alive and dead at the ſame Time! He tells us that 
when the Spirit convinces Perſons they are loſt, and 
have no Intereſt in the Kingdom of God, then they 
are found, they are Brethren, they are Children of 
God! Now either two contradictory Propoſitions can 
be both true at once, which is impoſſible in the Na- 
ture of Things, or elſe the Count charges a Falſhood 
upon the Spirit of God. In them the Doctrine of ori- 
ginal Sin imputed is denied, and the popiſh Doctrine 
of the Sacraments aſſerted ! In them a good Thought 
at Death is repreſented as ſufficient to obtain Happi- 
neſs. In them Sin is aſſerted to be ſomething mate- 
rial; and if fo, God muſt needs be the Author of it, 
for he hath made all Subſtances! In them God's holy 
Law is condemned, as the Cauſe of Sin: if fo, _ 
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gelical, and licentious Religion! 
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God himſelf is the Cauſe of Sin, for he is the Author 
of the Law, and indeed it is but the Image of his mo- 
ral Excellencies! It is a vile Abuſe of that Paſſage of 
the Apoſtle Paul, (1 Cor. xv. 56. The Strength of 
Sin is the Law,) to conclude from hence that the Law 
is the Cauſe of Sin: The Meaning of the aforeſaid 
Place is elſewhere explained by the ſame Apoſtle, viz. 
Rom. vii. 11. For Sin taking Occaſion by the Command- 
ment deceived me, and by it flew me. The obſtinate 
Corruption of our Nature, may unreaſonably take Oc- 
caſion, from the juſt Reſtraints of the Commandment 
to rage the more; but that is not the Fault of the 
Law, but of our corrupt Nature. Was then that 
wwhich is good Death to me? ſays the Apoſtle! God for- 
bid! The Apoſtle rejects the Notion of the Law's be- 
ing the Cauſe of his Sin, with great Indignation z he 
ſhews that this cannot be, Verſes 12, 13, 14. Becauſe 
the Law is holy, juſt and good : As if the Apoſtle ſhould 
ſay, that which is holy cannot be the Cauſe of its con- 
trary; for like produces like : But Sin that it might ap- 
pear Sin, worketh Death in me by that which is Good, 
that Sin by the Commandment might appear exceeding ſin- 
ful; for we know that the Law is ſpiritual, but I am 
carnal. As if the Apoſtle ſhould ſay, the Law is good, 
ſpiritual, diſcovers Sin, and its penal Conſequences z 
hence by it is ſaid to be the Knowledge of Sin, and that 
it works Wrath: how therefore can it be the Cauſe of 
Sin? No; it is the Corruption of Nature, which is 
the Cauſe of actual Tranſgreſſion: But I am carnal, 
fold under Sin. To turn from the moral Law as a Rule 
of Life, is not the Way to Freedom from Sin, but to 
Death in Sin. 8 . 
The Moravian Notion about the Law, is a Myſtery 
of deteſtable Iniquity ! And indeed this ſeems to me 
to be the main Spring of their unreaſonable, anti-evan» 
But I have not Time at preſent, to mention all the 
other Abominations of the Count's Sermons ! 
And now having had - Taſte of their Faden 
5 e | let 
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let us proceed to a brief Reflection, upon their Expe- 
rience and Practice. 5 
As to their Converſion, and after Experiences; 
the Converſion of the moſt of them (if we credit the 
Count's Aſſertion, and we may reaſonably ſuppoſe that 
he knows pretty well the State of his own Sect) is very 
ſight, it's without any preparatory Law Work, done 
in a Moment. If they have received the aforeſaid 
Doctrines, have we not Reaſon to fear that their Con- 
verſion is but a ſtrong Flight of Imagination, or a ſa- 
tanical Deluſion. And we have the more Reaſon for 
the Fear aforeſaid, when we conſider how eaſy they are 
generally after their ſuppoſed Converſion, without Fears, 
without Complaints of Sin, Strangers to the ſpiritual 
War, Strangers to the Knowledge of their own Hearts, 
always in one ſort of Frame, or as it were put to ſleep 
and happy, as the Count expreſſes it. Did not the Seed 
ſown on the ſtony Ground ſpring up quickly; but, on 
the contrary, did not the good Ground bring forth Fruit 
with Patience? Did not the poor Man in the Goſpel 
bewail his Unbelief? And are we not commanded to 
fight the Fight of Faith? If we will believe the Scri- 
res, does not their Converſion and Experiences look 
ike Preſumption and Deluſion ? Their groſs Ignorance 
about the Nature of a true and ſaving Faith, adds aw- 
ful Weight to what has been now obſerved ! 
I ' wonder not at their Eaſe, when I conſider what 
fort of Faith paſſes for ſaving among them; and ſee- 
ing they lay ſo much ſtreſs upon an hiſtorical or tem- 
porary Faith, and reject the Law of God, by which is 
the Knowledge of Sin; how can they be otherwiſe 
than eaſy ? For without the Law Sin is dead, as to 
our Apprehenſion and Feeling ; i. e. we have no true 
Sight and Senſe of the Evil and Danger of Sin with. 
out the Law, EY. 5 
As to the Spirit of the Moravians; do not a Num- 
ber of them ſeem to be proud under a Maſk of Humi- 
lity; while they look upon themſelves and their Party, 
to be more advanced in Grace, than Perſons of any 
other Denomination? How will ſuch a Spirit 3 
5 wit 
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ith the ede of Paul, who look'd upon himſelf 
to be far leſs than the leaſt of all Saints, and with the 
Command of God, that e ery ! Man thould efteem an- 
other better than bitnſelf 8 
Are not the Moravians many of them a 
and diviſive in their Speech and Practice, and that 
under Pretext of Charity and Catholiciſm ? Witneſs 
Mr. Spangenberg's comparing the Proteſtant Churches 
to a Babel, and the Count's calling their Converſion 
by the Law a Deluſion? (before mentioned; Witneſs 
their not being willing to. join with any Proteſtant 
Body of Men, and yet their receiving Perſons of di- 
verſe Societies to their Fellowſhip, with little Exami- 
nation as to their Principles, 

Do not thofe Things, together wich their ſending 
of their ignorant Miſſionaries to gather ſeparate Socie- 
ties in Places where there is a ſound Miniſtry, ſignify 
that their Deſign is not Catholick, whatever their Pre- 
ences be notwithſtanding? 

The Count's bitter and contemptuous Speeches in 
New-Brunfwick, againſt the Body of the Reformed 
Churches, gives additional Evidence to what I have 
now obſerv'd. | 

And is there not much Enthuſiaſm in the Moravian 
Method of Management, in theſe Inſtances following, 
viz, in neglecting Family Prayer; in ſending out Mif- 
ſionaries, without human Learning; and in their 
Preaching (ordinarily) without Study, and without 
Prayer before or after, or both? | 

Beſides, there is much Cunning in hate Practice, 
cloak d with an Appearance of Simplicity, as is evi- 
dent from the following Particulars, in their Method 
of propagating their Sect, vix. 

1. They labour to be acquainted with the Principles 
of others, and accommodate themſelves ſo far tothem 
in Diſcourſe, as will not conſiſt with Truth. A late 
Inſtance of this appeared in one of the Moravian Par- 
ty, called Mr. Berener, who, in my hearing, expresſly 
contradicted himſelf in the ſpace of two or three Mi- 


"ny a Perſon of Diſtinction being preſent. Ar - 
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firſt he aſſerted, that pious People could know others 
certainly, and offered ſomewhat in Confirmation of 
that falſe and impious Notion, in Anſwer to what was 
objected againſt it: but being aſked by another Perſon 
-after this Manner; You don't think that a good Man 
can know another infallibly ? No, faid he! 

| Beſides, I have been inform'd by ſome Perſons of 
Credit, that Biſhop NMitſinan's Wife has denied ſince 
what ſhe aſſerted at New-Brunſwick : for this, if ſhe 
will ſuffer the Matter to be examined, ſhe may be 
proved & Laar. - 7; 

Farther, I am credibly informed, that. the Count 
has in the hearing of ſeveral Perſons, denied the Arti- 
cles offered againſt him in the beginning of this Ap- 
pendix, which he expreſſed in New-Brunſwick, as they 
now ſtand; and ſome. of them abſolutely and intirely. 
leave it to the impartial Reader to judge, whether thoſe 
Articles be not proved by the Extracts of his Sermons ; 
and hence to form what Opinion he thinks reaſonable, 
of the Count's Veracity, The Count's denying of 
them as they ſtand, ſeems to be an ariful, but unge- 
nerous Evaſion. What if it was ſo, that his Aſſertions 
were not put in the ſame Order in which he delivered 
them? If his Expreſſions are not altered, or his Senſe 
wronged, and the Articles be put in à more natural 
(Ener, where is the Injury? 

I might mention more Inſtances of other Maravians 
Joſie and inconſiſtent Conduct; but theſe at pre- 
ſent may ſuffice. 

2. They hide any of their Principles, that they 
think will diſguſt. I thought it ſomething ſtrange, 
in the Count's forbiddiog any Perſon to come into the 
Room with me, the ſecond Time J attempted to ſee 
him. 

3. They ſpeak lightly of the Uſe of good Books. 


This ſeems to be a crafty Stratagem, to increaſe their 


Sect; for they may know, that all Books but their own 
are againſt them, conſidering their Principles com- 
- plexly, Noy their ſlighting the Uſe of good Books, 
has a Tendency to rob God's C People, ſo far as T 
Nh | | In 
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Influence reaches, of a precious Mean of Inſtruction 
and Defence, and ſo leaves them more expoſed to the 
Stratagems of Seducers. 

4. Do not ſome Moravians flight human Reaſon 
and Learning? which (if uſed in their proper Place) 
are good Bulwarks againſt their inconſiſtent Doctrine: 
and in the Room thereof commend a Simplicity of 
dangerous Tendency, as has been before obſerved ? 
I know of no commendable Simplicity, but Humility 
and Sincerity in the Uſe of proper Means; but to be- 
lieve Contradictions is a deteſtable Simplicity, and to 
expect, in ordinary Caſes, Bleſſings from God, without 
the Uſe of proper Means, inſtead of ruſting in him, 
is to tempt him. 

5, Do not the Moravians ſpeak ſlightly of Confeſ- 
fions of Faith, and ſuch like regular and harmonious 
Syſtems of Chriſtian Principles ? And is not this polt- 
tical ? For has 1t not a plain Tendency to prepare Per- 
ſons to receive their inconſiſtent Medley of 55 
which no human Underſtanding can harmonize? 

6. Do not the Moravians begin with the Affections 
firſt? And is this fair Dealing? Do they not endea- 
vour to inſinuate themſelves into People's Affections 
firſt, by Smiles and ſoft Diſcourſes about the Love of 
Chrif, and by a ſeeming innocent, ſimple and loving 
Behaviour, while in the mean time they carefully hide 
their Principles, until the Aﬀections are catched and 
then let them out by Degrees. Should not they ſhew 
their Principles firſt, before the Affections are fired, 
that ſo Doogie may judge of them with Calmneſs and 
Impartiality? 

7. Do not they take ſpecial Care to apply to young 
Perſons, Females, and ignorant People, who are full 
of Affection? And if any Perſons of Diſtinction are 
under any good Impreſſions, thoſe ſhall be taken ſpe- 

cial Notice of beſure; for poor ignorant young Crea- 
tures under their firſt Love, are eaſily led aſide by fair 
Shews. And there muſt be, if they can, ſome Per- 
ſons of Note and Figure in every Place to grace their 

ect, and gain Proſelytes to it. * do they imitate 
in 
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in attacking the weaker part of Men, viz. the Paſſions; 
and the weaker Sex firſt; but the Devil, the Father of Lies 
and Errors? Did not he deal thus with our Firſt Parents, and 
by the weaker Sex ſeduced Adam? EY 
And don't they refuſe generally to reaſon upon Points in Re- 
ligion, whereby one might convince another, and leave People 
to be proſelyted by Sight only? It is politick in them indeed 
to wave Reaſoning and ſhun Diſcovery, for their Principles 
Will bear neither. Let them but appear in their native De- 
formity, and they will be abhorred. My Soul is grieved to 
the childiſh Fickleneſs of the Sons and Daughters of this 
Generation who are toſſed about with every Wind of Doc- 
trine ; who are juſt ſmiled out of their Religion, without be- 
ing able to offer one ſolid Reaſon for their Change. 
- 8. They endeavour to unhinge People as to their religious 
Principles, with their confuſed Inve&tives againſt Bigotry. 
- Doubtle(s, to be as zealous in degree for ſmaller Points in 
Religion as for greater, is a criminal Bigotry ; for Zeal ſhould 
ſurely hould be proportioned to the Weight of Things. Like- 
wiſe to entertain uncharitable Thoughts of thoſe who differ 
from us only in Circumſtantials, or ſome few leſſer Points of 
Eaith: And, no doubt, to make Circumſtantials Terms of 
Communion, is Bigotry with a witneſs. Alfo to endeavour 
rather principally to propagate a Set by our Zeal, than to 
promote the general Intereſts of RES But it is no Bi- 
Prag to hold faſt Chriſt's precious Truths in Affection and 
Practice, and to defend them againſt all Oppoſers; for this is 
the Command of God. And without this a pretended 
Zeal for Holineſs is of no moment. And we find our Lord 
and his Apoſtles uſed Sharpneſs in dealing with falſe Teachers; 
calling them Wolves, Dogs, Serpents, Vipers 
Indeed to eſſay to impoſe our Opinion upon others by Force 
and Violence, is doubtleſs a deteſtable Bigotry; for every one 
has an equal Right to think for himſelf, and Reaſon and Ar- 
gument can only convince the Mind. ä 3 
Certainly we ſhould adhere inviolably to the Principles we 


have been inſtructed in, until we find better, which we ſhould 
be always ready to receive upon proper Conviction; which is 
not to be attained by the Sight of the Grimaces of Strangers, 
or by immediate Revelations or Enthuſiaſms, but by Scripture, 
Reaſon, and Argument. No doubt we ſhould be always open 
to Light and rational Conviction; but there is a vaſt Diffe- 
rence between this and a childiſh Fickleneſs. Do not thoſe 
8 and Fools, who part with good Principles

I think it looks exceeding black in the Moravians to flight. 
ſpeculative Knowledge ſo as ney do, which they call Head- 
nowledge, Tis true, it is a Sin to reſt ſatisfied with it 
without feeling its Power and Influence; but is it not an ap- 
pointed Mean, to obtain what is ſaving? why elſe are the 
Unconverted enjoined to ſearch the Scriptures? Without 
Knowledge Solomon obſerves that the Mind cannot be good ; 
and he ſays, that they are Fools who hate it. Is not ſpecula- 
tive Knowledge the ſame for Subſtance with that which is ſa- 
ving, only deſtitute of its Influence upon Heart and Practice? 
The Morauians, by this Method of proceeding, are propa- 
ing another damnable Doctrine of the Church of Rome, 
namely, that Ignorance is the Mother of Devotion. 

The Moravians ſeem to be aware of this, viz. that Reaſon, 
Learning, ſound Confeſſions of Faith, and ſpeculative Know- 
ledge, do all of them oppoſe the Spread of their perverſe in- 
conſiſtent Principles, and therefore they labour to pull them 
down. | 72 | | 

It is exceeding weak in the Moravians to bring in that 
Paſſage of Paul, 1 Cor. ii. 2. For 1 determined to know no- 
thing among you, fave Feſus Chriſt, and him crucified ; as 
an Objection againſt ſeeking after Knowledge. e Can» 
not reaſonably ſuppoſe, that the Apoſtle means any more by 
that Paſſage, than that he made Chriſt the Center and Scope 
of his Knowledge, i. e. that all he knew ſhould have a 
Reference to Chriſt, either more direct or remote. And 
have not all the Scriptures this Tendency to exalt Chris, to 
bring Sinners to Chr:/?, and to build them up in him? But 
to imagine that the Apoſtle ſhould confine all his Knowledge 
to the Paſſion of Chriſt, in any other Senſe, is contrary to 
Scripture and Reaſon. If ſo, why did he inculcate ſo many 
other Things in his preaching, and that by immediate In- 
ſpiration ? If the aforeſaid Notion were true, a great Part 
of the Bible would be uſeleſs. But were not theſe Things 
written for our Learning? Why are we bid to ſearch the 
Scriptures, if we muſt not labour to underſtand them. The 
following Place of Scripture, Acts xx. 20, 21. And how 1 
have kept back nothing that was profitable. unto you, but haue 
Jhewed you, and have taught you publickly, and from Houſe 10 
Houſe ;, teſtifying to the Jews, and alſo to the Greeks, Repen- 
tance towards God, and Faith towards our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; 
may be a Help to explain the other. We can have no juſt. 
Notion of the Paſſion of Chriſt, without the other Doctrines 
of Religion, 5 1
